WHEREAS, The Board of Park Commissioners of the Park District of 
the City of Fort Wayne has duly adopted and confirmed Park Board Declaratory 
Resolution #1-1981 for the acquisition of land for the Rivergreenway Park Devel¬ 
opment and the construction of new parks and improvements to existing parks, 
street tree planting and the acquisition of park equipment, according to plans, 
specifications and estimates on file with said Park Board; and 

WHEREAS, said Park Board has also duly adopted Preliminary Bond 
Resolution #1-1981, providing for the issuance of Park Board Bonds in the sum 
of $6,950,000.00 to fund said improvements and a petition has been filed by more 
than fifty (50) owners of taxable real estate of the City of Fort Wayne requesting 
said Board of Park Commissioners to issue Park District Bonds for the purpose of 
providing funds for said improvements, which petition has been certified by the 
Allen County Auditor to contain 666 property owners; and 

WHEREAS, said Park Board has duly adopted Appropriation Resolution 
#1-1981, providing that the sum of $6,950,000.00 be appropriated out of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the bonds to be issued by said Board of Park Commissioners in paying 
the cost of funding said improvements, plus all necessary expenses, including 
architect and engineering fees, the cost of the sale of the bonds, and the inciden¬ 
tal expenses incurred in connection therewith; and 

WHEREAS, notice of said proceedings has been duly advertised and 
published as required by law and no objections or remonstrances by taxpayers 
have been filed in objection thereto; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council finds that the acquisition of said land 
and the construction of new parks and improvements to existing parks, street tree 
planting and the acquisition of park equipment as described in Park Board De¬ 
claratory Resolution #1-1981 and as shown on plans and specifications filed with 
said Resolution in the office of said Park Board is in the best interest of and will 
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be for the general benefit of the City and its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council agrees that such project must be 
funded by the issuance of Park District Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary for there to be an appropriation in an 
amount not to exceed $6,950,000.00 in order that said project proceed. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

That the proposed issuance of Park District Bonds by the Board of 
Park Commissioners of the Park District of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, in 
an amount not to exceed $6,950,000.00, as set forth in said Park Board's Pre¬ 
liminary Bond Resolution #1-1981, in order to provide funds to be applied to the 
acquisition of land for the Rivergreenway Park Development and the construction 
of new parks and improvements to existing parks, street tree planting and the 
securing of park equipment as described in said Park Board Declaratory Resolution 
#1-1981, is hereby approved.

Gentlemen & Mrs. Schmidt: 

On behalf of the Board of Park Commissioners, I respect¬ 
fully submit this request for your consideration and approval 
of a 6.95 million dollar, General Obligation Bond Issue for 
park improvements. 

You will note from the enclosed project details that 
the major thrust and motivation for this bond issue is to 
reduce the costly and growing maintenance burden which has 
resulted from an inventory of aging park facilities. Specific 
operating budget reductions have been identified and will 
immediately be implemented when the park improvements are com¬ 
pleted. 

Fort Wayne has been extremely fortunate to have had out¬ 
standing community support and financial contributions to your 
park system. However, it is unrealistic to depend on private 
financing exclusively for all the necessary park improvements. 
And, no capital improvement funds have been available for many 
years in the Parks and Recreation Department operating budgets. 
In fact, your Parks and Recreation Department is operated and 
maintained today on the same amount of tax dollars as were 
allocated in 1971. The difference between the net tax dollars 
expended for park purposes and the total operating budget for 
this Department is comprised of self-generated income through 
fees and charges. 

The majority of the proposed projects are rehabilitation 
of existing facilities, however, two significant components 
of this bond issue will provide this community with exciting, 
new recreational opportunities. 

The Indiana General Assembly provided this city with the 
abandoned State Hospital and Training Center property located 
at 700 E. State. After three years of planning with the North 
Side Neighborhood Association, a design for developing a park on 
this site was completed. The 10,000 residents of this area are 
currently without a park and need the open space facilities for 
the youngsters to grow and play.

Fort Wayne Community Schools has already contributed to the 
development of this site by constructing four tennis courts. 

We propose to complete the park with bond funds. 

Since the early years of this century, planners have 
pointed to the rivers as the most outstanding natural resource 
and the greastest potential recreation resource of this city. 
Considerable community support has been expressed to develop 
our riverbanks as a linear parkway. However, the public 
sector must act first to stimulate the willing support from the 
private sector. We must show this community what can be done. 

We propose to develop the downtown segment of the River¬ 
greenway plan. Additional funding is forthcoming from the 
State of Indiana, as provided by the 1981 General Assembly, 
for Rivergreenway purposes. We are confident that this exist¬ 
ing and dynamic addition to our city will continue to grow and 
prosper with the inspired support of the Fort Wayne public. 

I respectfully urge your support of this bond issue. We 
have a rich heritage of excellent parks in this city. It is 
now our obligation to preserve and protect these properties 
for future generations to enjoy.

PRELIMINARY BOND RESOLUTION #1-1981 


WHEREAS, the Board of Park Commissioners of the Park District 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, has, after notice and hearing, as required 
by law, determined that it will be of public utility and benefit and for the best 
interests of the inhabitants and property of said Park District to acquire cer¬ 
tain land for the Rivergreenway Park Development and to proceed with the con¬ 
struction of new parks and improvements to existing parks, and to provide for 
street tree planting and park equipment, as described in Declaratory Resolution 
#1-1981 adopted by this Board and as set forth in complete and detailed plans 
and specifications filed with said resolution, and the Board has determined that 
the estimated cost of said land acquisition and the cost of said improvements, 
plus all necessary expenses including architects and engineering fees and the 
cost of the sale of bonds to finance said improvements will be in the approximate 
amount of Six Million Nine Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($6,950,000.00) Dollars, 
and, 

WHEREAS, a petition has been filed under the provisions of Indiana 
Code 6-1.1-20, by more than 50 owners of taxable real estate in the Park Dis¬ 
trict of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, requesting the Board of Park Commis¬ 
sioners of the City of Fort Wayne to issue bonds in an amount not exceeding Six 
Million Nine Hundred Fifty Thousand ($6,950,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
providing funds to be applied to the cost of the improvements as described above, 
which petition the said Board now finds to be sufficient under the provisions of 
said statute j, 

NOW, THEREFOFE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Park Commis¬ 
sioners of the Park District of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana: 

. Section 1. That the said Board of Park Commissioners proceed with 
the acquisition of land for the Rivergreenway Park Development and the con¬ 
struction of new parks and improvements to existing parks, street tree planting 
and the securing of park equipment as described in its Declaratory Resolution 
#1-1981, and as shown and in accordance with the complete detailed plans and 
specifications filed with said resolution. 

Section 2. That, for the purpose of providing funds with which 
to pay the costs of said acquisition and the securing of said improvements and 



the incidental expenses necessary to be incurred un connection with the pro¬ 
jects and the issuance of bonds on account thereof, the Board of Park Com¬ 
missioners of the Park District of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, shall make 
a loan in the amount of Six Million Nine Hundred Fifty Thousand ($6,950,000.00) 
Dollars. 

In order to procure said loan, bonds of the Park District of said 
City of Fort Wayne shall be issued in the amount of Six Million Nine Hundred 
Fifty Thousand ($6,950,000.00) Dollars and designated as "Park District Bonds 
of 1981", which bonds shall be issued in the denomination of Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars, payable each year in series beginning January 1, 1983, 
and ending January 1, 1994, with interest at the rate or rates not to exceed 
11% (the exact rate or rates to be determined by bidding). Interest to be pay¬ 
able semi-annually beginning July 1, 1982. 

Section 3. After the adoption of this resolution, the Secretary of 
the Board of Park Commissioners shall give notice of the filing of the petition 
for and the determination to issue bonds, said notice to be published as provided 
by statute.

DECLARATORY RESOLUTION NO. 1-1981. 


"BE IT RESOLVED: By the Board of Park Commissioners of the Park 
District of the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, under and pursuant 
to Indiana Code 19-7-30-19, et seq., which statute became applicable to the City 
of Fort Wayne by Ordinance of the Common Council of said City being Ordinance 
#2852, and pursuant to the laws of the State of Indiana applicable thereto, that 
it is deemed necessary and advisable for the purpose of park development: 

a) To purchase and/or appropriate the following described tract of land 

located in the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana: 

That part of Lot 5 Wells Reserve in Township 30 North of Range 
12 East, described as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing at the intersection of trie South line of Fourth 
Street in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, with the East line of 
the 12-foot alley running North and South along the East line 
of Lots 1 to 4 in the Plat of City Park Addition, and which Plat 
is recorded in Deed Record 66, page 570, for a place of begin¬ 
ning; thence East from said place of beginning along the South 
line of said East Fourth Street as now existing and established a 
distance of 293.0 feet; thence South parallel with the East line 
of the aforesaid alley a distance of 110 feet; thence West parallel 
with the South line of said Fourth Street a distance of 293.0 feet 
to the East line of the aforesaid alley; thence North along the 
East line of said alley a distance of 110 feet to the place of beginning, 

and in case of appropriation of such land, that no other lands will be injuriously 

affected thereby, and

THE 1982 FORT WAYNE FLOOD 

In April 1982 the City of Fort Wayne, situated at the confluence of the Maumee, St. 
Joseph and St. Mary's Rivers, suffered its worst flood since 1913 resulting in the evacua¬ 
tion of about 3,000 homes and businesses. The dike system of the City held back the 
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water in crucial areas only after reinforcement and sandbagging were undertaken by thou¬ 
sands of volunteer citizens and agencies marshalled by the City administration. 

At this time the flood waters have fully receded, flood clean-up and rehabilitation is 
well underway and federal, state and local agencies are completing detailed surveys of 
damage to public property requiring reconstruction and the estimated cost thereof.

The information contained herein for those divisions of the project of other con¬ 
sultants and the Park staff has been obtained from letters and information they 
have furnished. 


A. GENERAL INFORMATION 

The Fort Wayne Parks & Recreation Board of Park Commissioners is responsible 
for the planning, design, construction, operation and maintenance of all the 
parks and recreational facilities under their jurisdiction within the corporate 
limits of the city of Fort Wayne. Through the years, due to frozen tax rates 
and a decreased budget, capital improvements have been deferred or cut back. 

The consequence of this action has been that the park system has deteriorated 
and is causing excessive maintenance cost. This is particularly true in the 
area of park roads and drainage.

To correct this problem, a major project of upgrading parks throughout the 
system is proposed. In addition, modifications and expansion of new and 
existing parks are included. 

The list of improvements proposed in this program was compiled by Park per¬ 
sonnel after carefully considering those areas within the system which are 
currently items of high maintenance cost. The list was prepared, reviewed and 
revised after input from the Park employees. Park Board members, neighborhood 
associations, special interest groups, and many other citizens. 

B. PROPOSED ADDITIONS AND MODIFICATIONS TO EXISTING & PROPOSED FORT WAYNE PARKS 
Division A - Demolition and Removal 

Demolition of the Administration, Hospital, Steam Plant and Laundry buildings 
at Northside Park (formerly State School); demolition of utility tunnels, re¬ 
moval of miscellaneous roads and sidewalks; and demolition of Lawton Park pool 
and bathhouse. 

Division B - Shoaff Park and Johnny Appleseed Park 

Miscellaneous improvements to parking lots and park drives in both parks 
including approximately 7,500 tons of asphalt, 650 L.F. of storm sewer and 
appurtenances. 

Division C - Franke Park, Northside Park and Lawton Park 

Miscellaneous improvements to parking lots and park drives in all 3 parks in¬ 
cluding approximately 6,000 tons of asphalt, 18,000 square yards of chip & seal, 
and other items; the construction of a basketball court, baseball diamond and 
football field in Northside Park. 

Division D - Swinney Park and Foster Park 

Miscellaneous improvements to parking lots and park drives to both parks in¬ 
cluding approximately 4,700 tons of asphalt and other items; the construction 
of approximately 1,100 L.F. of 6-inch sewer line and appurtenances for service 
to new restrooms in both parks; road removal and bike/hike trail construction 
in Swinney Park; the construction of 3 soccer fields and 2 softball diamonds 
at the intersection of Winchester Road and Bluffton Road (Winchester Road 
Athletic Complex). 

Division E - McMillen Park 

Miscellaneous improvements to parking lots and park drives including approxi¬ 
mately 5,400 tons of asphalt, 8,100 square yards of chip & seal and other items. 

Division F - Landscaping 

Miscellaneous landscaping projects including St. Mary's riverbank plantings from 
Main Street to Clinton Street, and from Clinton Street to Spy Run Creek on the 
north bank; and from Clinton Street to Old Fort Bridge on the south bank; 800 
L.F. of screening at McMillen Park golf course along Hessen Cassel Road; 1,100 
L.F. of screening along Shoaff Park Drive; the reconstruction of 4 golf greens 
and tees at Foster Park golf course; and miscellaneous landscaping around the 
monuments at Memorial Park. 

Division G - Lighting 

Lighting of two softball diamonds at McMillen Park, one softball diamond in 
Lawton Park; security lighting in Memorial Park; and rewiring of Carrington Field 
lights in Johnny Appleseed Park.

Division H - Rivergreenway, Phase III 

Construction of approximately 2,100 L.F. of bike/hike trail, construction of 
Buena Vista Mesa at the confluence of the St. Mary's River and Spy Run Creek; 
construction of approximately 450 L.F. of 10-foot wide boardwalk, an observation 
platform and a pedestrian underpass under Clinton Street bridge over St. Mary's 
River; construction of a portage at Hosey Dam and fishing dock at Municipal Dam; 
and the rehabilitation of the existing Foster Park footbridge. 

Division I - Pedestrian Bridges 

Section 1 - Rivergreenway Pedestrian Bridge 

Construction of piers and abutments for and installation of a manufactured 
8-foot wide wooden pedestrian bridge with a total length of approximately 
530 feet. 

Section 2 - Foster Park, Winchester Road Pedestrian Bridge 

Construction of piers, abutments and bridge structure for an 8-foot wide 

pedestrian bridge with 2 main spans of 70 feet and a total length of 270 feet. 

This bridge will span the St. Mary's River and connect Foster Park to the pro¬ 
posed Winchester Road Athletic Complex. 

Division J - Rivergreenway, Phases I and II 

Renovation of Sherman Street Park including fence and debris removal, play 
equipment, basketball court, ball diamond and picnic area, construction of 
6,300 L.F. of 8-foot wide asphalt bike/hike trail from Main Street to Clinton 
Street, construction of a precast concrete boat slip with cast-in-place con¬ 
crete access ramps and steps at Barr Street and the St. Mary's River; construction 
of a pedestrian bridge under the Norfolk & Western railroad bridge on the St. 
Mary's River downstream of Main Street; observation platform; floating boat dock. 

Division K - Renovation of Northside Park Bank Barn, Renovation of Franke Park 

Pavilion No. 1, Renovation of Foster Park Pavilion No. 1 

The renovation of the Northside Park Bank Barn consists of repointing the ex¬ 
terior masonry, installing new barn doors and painting them, replacing existing 
windows with new double hung wood windows, and providing new electrical service 
panel. The renovation of Franke Park Pavilion No. 1 exterior work shall consist 
of removing the existing sash, repointing the existing masonry including the stone 
copings, providing new exterior doors and frames, patching roof and installing new 
ridge flashing, repairing and sealing the sheetmetal roof saddles, and repair of 
gutters and their joints. The interior work at Franke Park Pavilion No. 1 shall 
consist of providing new heating and lighting, and a new accoustical tile ceiling. 
Also, construction of a new toilet room and storage rooms and the providing of 
new cabinets in the main activity area. The renovation of Foster Park Pavilion 
No. 1 exterior work consists of patching and repairing the roof and its flashings, 
patching the concrete floor slab in the vertical concrete and stucco portions of 
the building, repair and paint all ceilings, provide new lighting, and remove and 
replace doors and their frames as well as the double hung windows. The interior 
work at Foster Park Pavilion No. 1 consists of patching concrete floor slabs, 
providing new cabinets, sink, and providing new lighting. 

Division L - Lakeside Rose Garden Improvements, Carrington Field Improvements 

The Lakeside Rose Garden improvements include the cleaning and patching of all 

concrete columns and the painting of the columns and all latticework, patching 
the concrete steps, replacing the concrete cap on the retaining walls, providing 
a concrete cap around the lilly pond, and installation of brick pavers. The 
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Lakeside Rose Garden improvements also include the removal of the railroad 
ties and installing new concrete curbing in their place and providing a new 
concrete floor in the reflecting pools. The improvements to Carrington Field 
include providing a new covered grandstand which shall have a 10-row high, 
30-foot long bleachers. 

Division M - New Office & Education Building for Fort Wayne Children's Zoo 


Division N - Memorial Pool & Bathhouse Renovation 

Combined bid for General, Mechanical and Electrical total renovation to the 
existing bathhouse and miscellaneous site improvements. Separate bid for 
swimming pool renovation to include the total pool and filter system. 

Division 0 - Northside Pool 

Combined bid for General, Mechanical and Electrical contracts for a new 
bathhouse, filter house, deck area and miscellaneous site improvements. 

Separate bid for a new swimming pool and filter system, also including 
miscellaneous pool equipment. 

Division P - Park Restroom Facilities 

Combined bid for General, Mechanical and Electrical contracts for a new rest¬ 
room building at Swinney and Foster Parks, and a new restroom/golf shelter 
building at Foster Park. 

Division Q - Foellinger Outdoor Theater and Shoaff Park 

Combined bid for General, Mechanical and Electrical contracts for a new ticket 
booth and small office, and the renovation to the existing restroom building at 
the Foellinger Outdoor Theater; also for renovations to the existing golf club¬ 
house at Shoaff Park. 

Division R - Play Structures 

Combined bid to furnish and install ten (10) wood play structures in six (6) 
various parks. 

Division S - Shoaff Golf Irrigation System 

Installation of automatic golf course irrigation system including complete 
tees, greens and fairway coverage. 

Division T - Swinney Homestead Work 

Installation of storm windows, gutters and downspouts; painting and repointing 
the chimmey and masonry on the Swinney Homestead. 

Division U - McMillen Ice Arena Improvements 

Separate bids for the installation of a cooling tower, fiberglass dasher boards, 
rubber floor covering and interior metal wall panels. 

Division V - Equipment 

Separate bids for 1 garbage packer, 2 crew-cab 1-ton trucks, 8 utility pick-up 
trucks, three 1-ton dump trucks, 5 utility van trucks, 1 landscape tractor, 5 
utility tractors, 2 van trucks, 2 chippers, 2 trailers, one 15-foot mower and 
security and fire system. 
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Division W - Street Trees 

Installation of 1,550 Trees at various locations along city streets. 

C. LAND AND WATER CONSERVATION FUND - INDIANA DEPT. OF NATURAL RESOURCES, 

DIVISION OF OUTDOOR RECREATION 

To assist in the financing of the Rivergreenway Phases I & II, Division J, 
the Fort Wayne Parks & Recreation filed an application for a Land and 
Water Conservation Grant. This fund is a 50/50 matching federal assistance 
program administered through the Dept, of Natural Resources and local park 
agencies for the development of outdoor recreation sites. 

The amount of the grant award is $91,240.73. At the time the bids were 
received on the Rivergreenway Project (Division J), a provision was. incor¬ 
porated into the Advertisement for Bidders and the Specifications wherein 
the contractors were advised that Land & Water Funds would be utilized for 
a portion of the construction costs. Federal regulations were incorporated 
including: requirements for contracts over $100,000; E.0.0. compliance; 
obligations of federally funded construction contractors and subcontractors; 
Affirmative Action standards; instructions for filing monthly employment util¬ 
ization reports; 0FCCP subcontract notification; and Land and Water Fund sign 
Provisions are a condition of the bid and the contractors are aware fo these 
requirements. 

The Land & Water Conservation Grant will be paid to the Fort Wayne Parks & 
Recreation as a reimbursement for successful completion of the segments of work 
for which the grant was awarded. 

D. PROJECT COST SUMMARY 

All bids were received and publicly opened by the Fort Wayne Purchasing De¬ 
partment on December 17, 1981. Due to delays, it was necessary to request an 
extension of time to hold bids for all contractors. Written commitments 
have been received from each bidder extending this bid an additional sixty days, 
until June 15, 1982. Tenative awards, subject to the successful sale of bonds 
have been made by the Fort Wayne Board of Park Commissioners on March 4, 1982. 

The project includes the acquisition of property along the Rivergreenway. A 
sum of $93,000 is incorporated into the following cost summary which represents 
the appraised value of the proposed real estate acquisition. 

Indiana & Michigan Electric Company will be required to relocate certain poles, 
anchors, lines, etc. as part of the project improvements. The details for this 
relocation have been worked out with I & M officials, and they have issued 
letters to the Park Board establishing this relocation cost as $13,024. This 
item is also shown in the following cost summary.
